ON RETURN PROM ME TRIP, SYG TOLD PRESS BETTER POLITICAL CLI-

SUCH AS PALESTINIAN TERROR ATTACKS HARMED EPFORTS. HE THOUGHT 
GENEVA CONFERENCE WOULD NOT RESUME BEFORE PALL, AND HE VIEWED 
QUESTION OP PALESTINIAN REPRESENTATION AS ONE OP MAIN PROBLEMS 
CONPERENCE WOULD HAVE TO SETTLE. PALESTINIAN PROBLEM WAS OP

SYG WALDHEIM, COMMENTING ON HIS MEETING WITH PORTUGUESE

GOP AND LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN TALKS UP TO NOW WERE OVER 
WHETHER TO HOLD REFERENDUM BEPORE GRANTING INDEPENDENCE, GOP

AD HOC COMITE ON WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE - 

COMITE JUNE 25 HEARD GENERAL STATEMENTS BY REPS USSR, 

FRANCE, YUGOSLAVIA, JAPAN, SPAIN AND POLAND. ATTITUDE TOWARD WDC 
AND RELATED PROBLEMS AS SHOWN ON PART 96 STATES WHOSE VIEWS WERE 
GIVEN IN SECRETARIAT DOCUMENT WAS DESCRIBED AS: "OVERWHELMINGLY 
POSITIVE " (USSR); "GENERALLY POSITIVE" (YUGOSLAVIA); SHOWING 
"MASSIVE RECOGNITION" OF USEFULNESS OF WDC (POLAND); AND UNLIKELY 
ACHIEVE SUBSTANTIAL RESULTS UNLESS THOROUGHLY PREPARED AND ALL 
NUCLEAR WEAPON POWERS PARTICIPATED (JAPAN). NUMBER OF DELS 
COMMENTED ON QUESTION OF CREATING WORKING GROUP, AFTER WHICH 
CHAIRMAN HOVEYDA (IRAN) STATED IDEA OF ESTABLISHING WORKING 
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GROUP SEEMED TO BE GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE. HE ASKED MEMBERS TO 
CONSULT WITHIN THEIR GEOGRAPHICAL GROUPS ON COMPOSITION OF SUCH 
BODY, WHICH WOULD MEET PRIOR TO COMITE'S SEPT SESSION. 

SAFRONCHUK (USSR) STATED POLITICAL DETENTE SHOULD BE COMPLEMENTED 
BY MILITARY DETENTE AND IT WAS COMITE'S DUTY TO MAKE APPROPRIATE 
RECOMMENDATIONS SO GA COULD TAKE DECISIONS TO FURTHER PREPARATIONS 
FOR WDC. SCALABRE (FRANCE) NOTED FRANCE WAS ONE OF FIRST TO 
SUPPORT IDEA OF WDC, AND HE REITERATED VIEW THAT EVEN PRELIMINARY 
STUDY REQUIRED PRESENCE OF ALL NUCLEAR POWERS. JOB (YUGOSLAVIA) 
RECALLED 1973 ALGIERS NON-ALIGNED MEETING "DEMANDED" CONVENING 
OF WDC, ADDING THERE WAS NOW "HEIGHTENED SENSE OF URGENCY" FOR 
FOR CONVENING CONFERENCE. SAITO (JAPAN) SUGGESTED THAT IN VIEW 
DIVERGENT POSITIONS OF NUCEEAR POWERS PERHAPS THEY WOULD FIND IT 
POSSIBLE TO CONFER DIRECTLY WITH EACH OTHER AND TRY TO RECONCILE 
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THEIR VIEEWS. HE BELIEVED IT MIGHT BE HELPFUL IF THEY WERE INVI- 
TED TO HOLD INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS TO THAT END. ELIAS (SPAIN) FELT 
COMITE "MORALLY OBLIGATED" TO PUT FORWARD RECOMMENDATIONS THAT 
WOULD MAKE IT POSSIBLE TO OVERCOME EXISTING OBSTACLES TO WDC. 

KULAGA (POLAND) REFERRED TO NEW DEVELOPMENTS ALMOST DAILY WHICH 
SHOWED NEED FOR WDC.
